Ignorancegnd Pride, and imputes-im- 
prudence to the All-wiſe God, in ordering 
that there ſhould be a Miniſtry till that 
time: but then ( when the Body of Chriſb 
is edified ) the Miniſtry will ceaſe, all dark- 
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neſs will be diſpelled, we ſhall fee. Face to 
Face, and know as we. are known. 

'Fhe: ſecond thing to be enquired into, is, 
why they are called burning Candles. , 
An. It is becauſe of the Zeal,the fervour of 
_ their Aﬀections, by whichthey warm the cold; 
benummed Afections. of their People, and 
kindle in them good Defires, and Reloluti- 
ons, ( orrather the Spirit of God by them: 
Q, that there are no more ſuch. Miniſters! 
How lifeleſs are the Souls of our. People un- 
der our. Miniſtry, becauſe we do not burn? 
How can we-expet that they ſhould be at- 
| feed with our Sermons, when the W ord 
of Lite ſcems todye in our. cold, and heart- 
lels preaching it? Oh, that God would fire 
our Afe&tions,that we might be. inſtrumen- 
tal to kindle good Aﬀections in others. I 
have. read of a Man. that gave this reaſon for 
his forſaking Paris, that he perceived their: 
Sermons were every. day: colder than other; 
fo thar he feared it he tarried there longer, 
he ſhould. be. ſpiritually frozen. to death. 
I; 
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I relate not this. to - juſtifie Separatiſts; but 
to give a hint; of the Mictuet of careleſs 
preaching, Ve want burning Miniſters in 
this frozen Age. Plain Sermons, preached 
with Afﬀecion, will do more good than 
the moſt: learned, coldly delivered. Enſebius 
tells us of a- Heathen, that came to an al- 
ſembly of Biſhops, to diſcourle the Articles 
of Faith; and when the learned'{t of them 
looked one upon another, fearing to encoun- 
ter with him, becauſe of his acute Parts ; 
one eſteemed the meaneſt tor Learning, with 
great Ardour -of Afﬀe&ion, told him; that 
unleſs he believed in Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghoſt, he ſhould be damned; and theretore 
it was in vain to cavil, he muſt fubje& his 
carnal Reaſon to Faith: which ſo wrought 
upon him, that he embraced the Chriſtian 
Religion, and was baptwed ; faying, he 
could anſwer Reaſon with Reaſon, but he 
could nor reſiſt the Authoriry with which 
that Biſhop fpake. Lcerna, wt Iuceat, arde- 


re debet ; we muſt-burn that we might ſhine. 
They 
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They who! have not good Afﬀttions;: do. 
not, cannot give hight to othersinto the mob 
piricual Mytterics of Chriftianiey;. cheirSer-; 
mons are dry and jejune; more like the Dif- 
courles of. the. Heathens, than: Goſpel Ser- 
mons:. I :is-feldom thar chey touch: upon. 
the Vitals of. Ret gion, and when they do 
it's {1 uperficial and iN; pid toa ſanctified Sence : 
neither do they: fhine-m their Converſations ; 
for it is Zeal: that makes a Perſon active for. 
God. . 

' 'Fhe thixd thing to be enquired 3 mto, 1s, 
why they are called thining Lamps, or 
Candles. - Af. It is becauſe they give light 
by their Dodtrine. and Example. he 
Learning. of fome is loft for want of Zeal . 
and the good Afﬀedtions of others. for want: 
of Knowledge: and. there are fome Hypo- 
_ erites that ſhine,- and ſeem ro-burn;. to have 
x concern fot the Glory of God; and Hap- 
pineſs of Souls, in the Pulpit ; but darken 
the light of theit Doarme-by theit wicked, 
ſcandalous - Converſations. Leal without 
Knowledge, 
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mk is fitly compared to the Fire 
of Hell, which hath Heat, but no Light: and 
they that have Learning and not Grace, to 
the Toad, who (as Naturaliſts ſay) hath 
a Jewel in his Head, but Poylon in his Bel- . 
ly. Therefore we muſt both burn andſhine, 
have Knowledge, Zeal, and a holy Can- 
verſation. 

Appl. Burt alas, alas! are there not ſome 
that want a Head, and more that want a 


Heart for God? and ( O that I had not 
cauſe to ſay it) too many that want both, 
and are ſcandalous in their Converſations ?- 
I know this Age hath afforded asmany holy 
and learned Miniſters as any, but yet there 
are too few; and therefore they have cauſe 
to lament, from whom God hath taken a 
faithful Miniſter.

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of Life, and light them along in it?. What a 
mercy is it tohavea zealous Miniſter to warm 
our frozen Hearts,and quicken usin theway of 
God? How indifferent ſhould we be,what be- 
cameof the [Intereſt of God, and of our Souls; 
how ſhould we ſettle on our Lees if not ſtirred 
by his lively Exhortations? Alas, thar blind 
Sinners ſhould beſo inſenfible of it. Someare 
glad when their Lights are gone, becauſethey 
reprove their belaved deedsof darkneſs ; but 
oh, how will they repentit, whenthey are plun- 
oed intoeverlaſting darkneſs? Oh ,Haverſham, 
Haverſham! thou. had'ſt this mercy, butthou 
haſt loſt it ; 'thouart a Candleſtick, but thy 
Candle is gone ; you had a burning and a 
ſhining Light, his Knowledge and Example 
ſhined to you, his fervent AﬀeRtions warm- 
ed you ; how gloriouſly did this Pariſh ſhine 
with his Light? it drew the Eyesof the Inha- 
bitants round about, and' made them ad- 
mire at God's goodnek to you. But now, 
our Candle is out; and how great'; 15-YOUK ' 
arkneſs! I need not inſiſt on this ro move 
you to lament your loſs; Iſeeyouare ſenſi- 


ble 
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ble of it: neither will 1 endeavour to ſtop 
your Sorrow. Weep on, your loſs re- 
quires your Tears ; and | muſt bear 2'p 

_ with you. You Wl loſt a faithful PaſiGur; ; 
]. a dear and fairhful Brother. How oft 
have we taken {weer Counſel, and wakked t to 
the Houſe of God? How oft have I been 
refreſhed by his Heavenly Diſcourſe, and 
Prayers?” Ah, my- Brother 144 exam | di- 
irdſed for thee: : very plealant haſt thou 
been 'unto me. 

But what have we done to oveks the 
Lord to nfliit this heavy Judgment uport 
us? Are there any that did not prize him ? 
( would to God there were not ) if there 
be, they have been inſtrumental of pulling 
down this Judgment : For God will not | 

vouchlafe his Mercies to thoſe that 
deſpiſe - them. Are there fome who love 
Darkneſs, and wiſhed that their Li oht might 
be removed, that fo they might andlifturbed 
enjoy their Lufts?

4, 5+ Nevertheleſs | have 
ſomewhat againſt thee, becauſe tbou 'baſt left 
thy firſt love. Remember therefore from whence 
thou art - fallen; aud; repent; and- do! thy firft

Again, Are there not forme Hypocrites,

they are not perfect. God theeatned that 
he would:come ſuddenly, as a T hief, upon 
this Church, and they ſhould not know at 
what Hour.” And lo! God is come ſud- 
denly upon us, and with a ſurprize ſnatched 
away .our /Candle: ' 'Hypocrites/ hide: their 
VV ickednels,) and: by their Cheats impoſe 
upon the World, and Gods Judgments ſteal 
upon them."

Again, Are there any oeud Profeſſors 
in-this Place; who. think- they have Know- 
ledge enou bi and" Grace enough, and: have

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' fkecret Thoughts) For this Pride God threat- 
ned to ſpue the Lyaodiceans out .of hisMouth.

He was wholly devoted to:his Mi- 
niſſerial work, not. being careful about the 
Affairs of this World: He did. (as the Apo- 
ſtle Paul exhorted T imothy) give lhimlelt to 
reading, and ſtudyingthe Word; avoiding 
Society, but with ſuch as might improve 
him, cither in Iis Knowledge, or Grace. 
He was Lucerua Legis & E vangekii An 
Apollos, mighty in the Scriptures : It was his 
great Delight. to ſtudy, and preach them. 
Before he came. to this Pariſh he conſtantly 
_ twice a day, and had man Au- 
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ditours. He was both a Boamerges, and a 
Barnabas: And; God bleſſed his Miniſtry, 
for the awaking 'of Sinners, / arid: difying; 
and comfortmg 'of Saints. He: knew how 
to divide the Word of God aright, and to 
give to every one his PortionVin due Tea- 
fon. He fhined/in the Doarinab part: of his 
Sermon; and burned in the Applicatory. He 
preached withtuch Lite and Power, as you 
might perceive: he had. fervenc deſires to do 
good to'his Auditours: both in prayer,and 
pane, herexcelled molt of his Brethren, 

e was a preat adnnrer'of free Grace, and 
delighted to preach and meditate on it; and 
while meditating on it, was once (as hetold 
a Boſom-Friend; he was ſhy of ſpeaking of 
fuch things ) ſo raviſhed m a Journey, that 
for twelve Miles he rode: weeping, and cry- 
ing, Lord, how -good art thuu, how. bad 
arh It how good art thou, how bad am TI! 
and was troubled, that his. Thoughts-were 
fo ſoon diverted 'by his arnval to the end 
of his Journey. But he did not alwayeslive 
in Raptures. . He had his Night, and a long

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and dilmal Night it. was, for - laſted three 

ers -of a year together, It pleaſed the 
pi exerciſe, him with ſtrange, and Uread- 
ful Temptations, which: forced-him- to retire 
to. his Wives Friends; never. 1, believe; was 
Heman, ax ;any Saint, -for.- the time, in- greater 
depths, than our bleſicd Brother was; the Ar- 
rows of the Almighty ſtuck faſt in him, and 
tus Terrours. drank: up his Spirits; None can 
exprels the ,horrour that was/'in his Soul. I 
have been with him, when (though he could 
not. do it fully ) he hath expreſſed it in fuch 
dreadful manner, that it was enough to make 
ones Heart tremble to. hear him.
